Tbo Tronblo In Month Carolina flrleflj

Nlafed.
Tho political situation in South Carolina

may be describod briefly as follows: Tho
Democratic Stato Convontion this year re¬

affirmed the stato platform of 1870 which
discountonanccd "all disturbance of the

)>eaco of tho state," and declared in favor
of "a fair and peaceablo election, appeal¬
ing to tho reason and not tho passion of

the pooplo" and inviting citizens of all
races and past political preferences to join
in an effort to securo good and economical
govcrnmont On this platform Governor
Hampton and all tho othor Democratic
utato ofttcors woro ronominatod. Tho Re¬

publicans decided not to nominate a stato
ticket, butthoy aro trying to olect candi¬
dates for Congress and for tho Legislature
in several districts. It happens that some
of their candidates, whose influenco with
tho colored pooplo is still very potent,
have boen pronouncod by a legislative in¬
vestigating committeo to bo guilty of vari¬
ous crimes against tho stato. Tho Demo¬
crats aro dotormined not only that these
men shall not bo olocted, but that
the Republicans shall securo as fow
offices as possible either in Con¬
gress, in tho Stato Legislature or in tho
counties and towns. To accomplish this
the Charleston Netrt, tho leading Demo¬
cratic journal of tho Stato, admits that a

certain kind of bull-dozing is practised.
Democrats, wearing red shirts as uniforms,
attended all Republican meetings in large
bodies, and insist that tho meotings shall
be addrossod by Domocrats as well as by
Republicans. In tho caso of S. A. Swails,
a colored ex-Stato Senator who is again a

candidate for tho offico, tho Charleston
AVtri admits that "a number of citizens
declared vorv positively that Swails must
leave tho county, nnd that thoy would
hold him to account if tho incondiary
monaces of his supportors bore any fruit"
The Xem defonds this courso on the
ground that Swails was accused of bribe¬
taking by tho Legislative Committeo on

Frauds, and was allowed to resign his
offico as State Senator without prosecu¬
tion on condition that ho would not again
seek a public position; it says, however,
that ho has both broken his bargain and
has used his influencoto stir up a raco foel-
ina.
Tho Springfield Republican has been the

leading oulogist of Wade Ilampton in the
North, and is still reluctant to admit that
lie is dorclict in his duty as Governor of
South Carolina. Nevertheless, it is moved
to mako tho following comments on these
"red shirtod" demonstrations:
"Scarcely anything in roccnt politics is

moro revolting than tho keen and hardly
disguisod enjoyment with which the
old bloody-shirt organs welcome the
news of outragos upon Republicans in
South Carolina. Nothing has happened
since the Chisolm massacre that has begun
to please the Bill Chandler stripe of ile-
pnblicanfthalf so well, as nothing has hap.
pened moro discouraging to all woll-
wiBhore alike of tho South and tho com¬
mon country.
"Making duo allowanco for tho obvious

partisan exaggeration, it seems plain that
the South Carolina Democrats have at last
broken away from tho control of Wade
Hampton and tho moderato wing of the
partv has led,.certainly that the Gover¬
nor has failed to realixo those expectations
of at least trying to securo fair may in tho
campaign which his manly robulco of Gary
and the bourbonB a month ago aroused.
Attacks continue to be mado upon Repub¬
lican meotings, a little nowsnaper edited
byono of Hampton's aids publishes an ar-

tido to tiro tho Democratic hoart, and a

prominent Republican leader, ox-Stato
Senator Swails, has been drivon from tho
Htato, a committee notifying him that he
would forfeit his. life if he stayed. Tho
Washington authorities proniiso to help
tho Republican's so far us they can undor
tho United States laws, and tnoro is somo
wild talk about tho possibility of martial
law being proclaimed, though this is too
absurd to bo expected. Experience has
proved that neither Washington authori¬
ties nor fedoral troops can provent out¬
rages bv Democratic bourbons in the
South.

out of [{. Bo tlie motive what it may, it
in now certain, from adociaion of the U. S.
Supreme Court just rendorod, that she
can be made to pay back every cent that
;she'c6nllsujUed Initiohands of hoTdors of
hor securities. That Court has just ren¬

dered a decision denying that the city of
Charleston in South Carolina has tho
right to tax its,owu bonds aftor they have
onco been issuod at a certain rate and
paying a certain interest, provided no

prlvilego of taxing them is expressed In
tho bond. The Court condenses the law
and oquity of the wholo subject into a

fow lines, as follows:
"Tho truth is, States and cities, when

they borrow inonoy and contract to pay it
with intorest, aro not acting as sovereign¬
ties. They come down to tno level of or¬

dinary individuals. Their contracts have
the same moaning as that of similar con¬
tracts between private persons. Honce,
instead of there being in tho undertaking
of a State or city to pay. a reservation of a
sovereign right to withhold payment, by
tax or otherwise, tho contract should be
regarded as an assurance that such a right
shall not bo oxcrcised. A promise to pay,
with a reserved right to deny orchange
tho effect of tho promise, is an absurdity."

Cnfprracntcd Win© for Clinith Use.
Wo obsorvo that tho Conference Daily,

published at Farkoreburg during tho sit-
ting of tho Conference, called upon tho
churches represented in the Conferenco to
discontinue tho use of formonted wine on

sacramental occasions. One reason urged
in favor of the change is tho alleged fact
that many persons "daro not tako fer¬
mented wino, oven saeramentally." Even
John B, Gough "is said to take only the
bread at communion." Tho article in tho
Daily sets forth that "many of the most
profound scholars considor tho evidence
overwhelming that unformonted wino, as

well as fermented wine, was known and
used in Biblo times, and that tho former
was omployed by the Saviour at tho Last
Supper."

It seems, according to the Daily, that
"One of tho great obstacles to-the carry¬

ing out of this requirement is the difficulty
in procuring such wine. This is especially
truoin country places. To meet such a

need, Rev. W. C. Snodgrass, brought to
tho Conferenco, for gratuitous distribution,
ono thousand cards, containing a formula
for keeping grapo juice sweet for years.
"This formula was kindly furnished by

Mr. James Reed, a prominent druggistand
Methodist of Wheeling, and nas been tried
with great satisfaction at Chapline street
and other churches in Wheeling."
"Pure, fresh grape juice may boas easily

kept as fruit, is less expensive than fer¬
mented wine, and ministers, in presenting
it at communion, will have the priceless
satisfaction of knowing that thoy aro not
offering to reformed men tho possible cup
of death in tho name of tho cup of life."

Frcsli Outbreak of Yellow Vcver nt Gal-
11polls.

GALLiroi.is, 0., Octobor 10..We had
thought that yellow fever had entirely left
our vicinity, and hoped to have'no more

coses to report; but within the last week
wo have had soven deaths, and now that
thoy aro dead our physicians have no hes¬
itancy in reporting them as genuino cases.
It has created no excitement or alarm
hero, but in order to counteract tho mis¬
chievous reports in circulation abroad,
that aro so ruinous to trado and business
generally, wo think it best to give the facts
just as they are.

Tho names of those who are Baid to have
died with it in the last seven days aro as
follows, and,.with ono exception, livo be¬
low tho city, and arc on the circumference
of the old infected district: Mrs. Brothers,
Mrs. John Kerns, Mr. Wm. Holcoinb, Miss
Carolino Davis, Mrs. Roberts, Miss Sarah
Kearns and Mrs. Margaret Beard, a
teacher at the Gollia Academy. Mrs. Beard
was sick about two weeks, and if her case
was yollow fever must havo run into that
on tho theory that in time of any opi-
demic all diseases partake moro or less of
tho prevailing? epidemic. She has not
taught in tho institution this term. There
are some other cases, mostly among chil¬
dren, probably seven cases In all, and all
but ono below orJjack of tho city.
Tho public und citizens of our neighbor¬

ing towns can rest assured that this is the
sum and substance of all tho fever exist¬
ing in tliis county, all the flying rumors to
the contrary notwithstanding. There is
no desiro to suppress tho truth or equivo¬
cate in regard to it, and it may bo well to
add that there is some controversy among
physicians in regard to at least two of the
above-mentioned, though thoy aro gen¬
erally admitted to have been fever cases.

Mlrtln'n Ferry Iftwl.
A briet visit to East Liverpool last week

showed that tho pottery business has
not been overdone. Tlio town numbers
about 4,000 inhabitants, the population
being just about equal to that of Martin's
Forry. About twenty-five potteries are in
operation, giving employment to a very
largo proportion of tho citicens, indeed
this is tho only branch of manufacturing
carried on in this place; all are busy, all
socm to bo prosperous; new houses of a
good substantial kind are going up all over
town; no complaint of hard times; steady
employment at fair wages to all who are
willing to work makes the town a busy
liivo of industry. A visit to ono of tho
largest potteries owned anil managed by
ono of tho pionoers in tho business, was
as gratifying as it was suggestive. Wo
recollect tlio yellow ware of East Liver¬
pool of nearly a quarter of a century ago;
in fact, still own anodd piece or two. Thon
all ware tit tor a dining room was Imported,
but tho enterprising manufacturer, Mr.
Knowles, toiled on, experimenting with
clay from bore, there and elsewhere, sing¬
ly and in combination, till lo-day ho is
turning out ware fit to grace a kings table.
Tho potteries of Liverpool are well worthy
of study.
